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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 8, 1 0, and 1 2-1 7 in the reply filed on 
5/29/07 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the amendment 
warrants withdrawal of the restriction because the process requires the insert, the 
product requires a step of retracting the insert, and there is no serious burden. This is 
not found persuasive because 1) the process as now claimed can be practiced by 
another and material different apparatus such as a compression molding apparatus 
instead of an injection molding apparatus; 2) the product can be made by a different 
process such as destructing (melting or chemical) an insert instead of retracting the 
insert to free the hooks; and 3) each invention requires a search in different classes and 
subclasses wherein some of the searches are not overlapping, thus creating a burden. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 8,10. 12-14 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Harvey (USPN 6224364). Harvey teaches the claimed process as 
evidenced at figs 1-6c. 

4. Claims 8,10,12, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Buzzell et al (USPN 6187247). Buzzell et al teaches the claimed process 
as evidenced at figs 13a-13b. 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
, the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
. invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harvey 
(USPN 6224364). The above teachings of Harvey are incorporated hereinafter. In 
regard to forming the hooks on the outer surface of the box, such is a mere obvious 
matter of choice dependent on the desired final product and of little patentable 
consequence to the claimed process since it is not a manipulative feature or step of the 
claimed process. Further, boxes with hooks on the outer surface are well-known in the 
molding art. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to position the hooks on the outer surface of the box in 
order to form a diverse product. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 5/29/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that neither Harvey nor Buzzell et a! teach the claimed 
draft angle. In regard to Harvey, the instant specification defines "draft" as the angle 
defined by the surface of the mold and the theoretical plane along which the molded 
surface moves as it is withdrawn from the mold. Since the instant specification does not 
further define which mold surface is the point of reference (for example, the surface 
adjacent the insert), the mold surface of Harvey that is parallel with the insert constitutes 
the claimed draft angle. In regard to Buzzell et al, figs 13a-13c of Buzzell et al clearly 
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teach that the molded article is removed from the mold in a downward direction, which 
would constitute the claimed draft angle. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP'
